It 
Is better to apply linseed oil 
or a varnish to preserve the 
wood than to use paint, because 
the latter can hide dangerous 
cracks nnd other weaknesses. 

Although metal ladders nre 
■easier lo handle- than wooden 
ones, they arc also good con* 
ductors of electricity. For this 
reason, you should not use this 
type of ladder within four feet 
of wiring or electrical equip- 
ment.

- A Canton 
newspaper says LI Ta, one of 
. the 12 founders of the Chinese 
Communist party, died In 196G 
following prolonged mistreat- 
ment by backers of since- 
purged Vice Premier Tao Chu. 
They accused him of being a 
"landlord element." 

During his persecution, 77- 
year-old 1J sent a letter to 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung. saying 
"please save me." said the 
Maoist Canton publication Na* 
ban Chanpan. 

It said Mao wrote back to his 
old comrade's jailers:"" Don't 
Wll 1.1 Ta hy persecution. Take 
some care of him." And a 
month later Mao reportedly 
wrote: "Li Ta is no longer of 
any use." 

The persecution continued, 
the paper said, and op Aug, 13, 
IMC, 1,1 collapsed, * bleeding 
Icom the mouth. The report said 
his guards refused to sendjilm 
to the hospital until Aug. 22, and 
he died two days later. 

'JJ at the time was president 
of- Wuhan University. Mao and 
Vice President Tung Pl-wu now 
arc the only surviving founders 
of the. party.
